The Prayers of our Church are indeed very excellent, 
and allow’d fuch by all who underftand ‘em, but they 
are Common Prayers, and for that Reafon it’s impoflible 
they fhou'd, and unreafonable to expeét they fhou'd 
fully include and reach all particular private Circumftan- 
ces, tho’ Publick they may and do: And that this our 
Affertion is undoubtedly true, will appear futhciently 
from the Praétice of our Church, and its beft, nay, all 
its Members. The Church we fay ufes other Prayers, 
and that even in Publick, befides tchofe which are pro- 
petly ftiled our Common Prayer, or ftated Liturgy, as 
Sternbold’s Pialms ( We are afham‘d to call ’em David's ) 
and where they are not ufed, Anthems, not in parti- 
cular appointed, but the Words Chofen and Campo- 
fed by Mafters of Mufick : However, in all] Churches, 
a Prayer before Sermon, for the moft part Compos'd 
by che Minifter himfelf ; or if ftriétly agreeable to 
Canon, yet not found in the Book of Common-Pray- 
er that we read in our Churches. But yet further, the 
very beft and moft excellent Perfons of oar Church have 
ufed and direéted other Prayers befides thele before 
mention’d; We'll inftance but in two, tho’ We might 
in an hundred: King Charles the Firft himfelf, of bap- 
py and blejJ2d Memory, did Compofe and ufe many De- 
vout and Excellent Prayers on feveral Subjects, in his 
Retirements and Troubles, which in his Unvaluable 
Book he has left behind him. The Author of The whole 
Duty of Min has done the fame, as none one wou'd 
think can be ignorant who had but once dipt into it — 
which if they had thought damnable, We luppole they 
wou'd hardly have ever done.

very Well know. I hop: you'l grant my regucsl in this, being 
a bearty well wifber to your undertaking, &o? ) 


Anfw. If that Queftion of Godfathers, had been an- 
{wered by the greates? men in England, and with the clear- 
eft Demonftration, vet prejudiced Pertons wou'd think 
"ewas fillily done, thd perhaps not able to feel the weight 
of any Argument, either for or againft it — much more 
may they fay as much when done by us, thd even what 
we have advanc'd for it, is, we believe, more eafily de- 
{pis'd than an{wer'd. The main ground he goes upon, is, 
you tell us, that nothing ought to be broug)t into the 
Worthip of God, but what is exprefly Commanded in Scrip- 
ture — but it’sa fign he’s a Young men, and knows noc 
what he affirms, for we believe theic’s no Se# in the 
World which fo much as hols that Opinion, we are fure 
none Pradifes it — The Quakers who have talkt we 
think moft that way, do yer in Terms deny the Scrip- 
ture tobe an adequaie, or Compleat Rule of Faith and 
Life — there being many particular Cales, wherein (we 
lay Common Reafon ) they fay, their own Private Spirit, 
which they Fancy the immediate Spirit of God, mutt be 
the Director.
